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Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 10/11/07 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Page 4, first paragraph: 

The applicant reiterates an argument from the last response. Referring to the 
cited portion of McDermott (column 6, lines 21-31, which refers to figure 6), this portion 
teaches the concept of tuning to a physical channel to collect the VCT (figure 6, part 
61 8). This procedure would be performed when either of the conditions found in the 
claim were met, as these are the only two conditions that would exist in the system 
taught by McDermott. Either there would be data for the virtual channel in memory, or 
there would be no data for the virtual channel in the memory. The examiner does not 
know of any other state that the device could be in, and therefore one of the conditions 
would have to be met. 

Page 4, last paragraph: 

The applicant refers to the previous response to the arguments in the last office 
action. The use of figures 3A and 3B were probably confusing in trying to show the 
examiner's point. Refer to the above response, which shows the original portion cited 
does teach the limitation, and therefore the final rejection was valid. As for McDermott 
only teaching an auto-programming system, column 6, lines 21-31 refers to the user 
selecting channel 12.1 as an example. The selection of this channel could easily be by 
the use of a channel up or down command as disclosed in Eyer, but the details are not 
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given in McDermott. It is widely known in the art to select channels by direct numeral 
input, as well as with a channel up or down command, and therefore one of ordinary 
skill in the art would be able to recognize that these are interchangeable methods. 

The remaining arguments deal with the same arguments dealt with above, and are 
therefore considered addressed.
